Volice and Magistrates of the British | 
Metropolis Now Vested with Pow- 
ers That Even Carrie Nation Might 
Envy—Fashionable Wést End Clubs 
Placed on Same Footing with Low 
Groggeries — Will Make Divorce 
Basy and Protect Children.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—The greatest feature of 
the new year Is the licensing act, which went 
into operation on Jan. 1. The newspapers | 
yesterday and today printed columns as to 
how the new law, which carries terror to the 
hearts of habitual drunkards, was applied. 
The law keeps the proprietors of saloons 


from the opening to the closing hour in a 


condition of nervous apprehension. It in- 
vests the police with power that even Carrie 
Nation«might envy and promises to over- 
whelm the police magistrates with a new 
class of work. | 

The principal malcontent now perhaps is 


the habitual drunkard. Formerly the police 


could not touch a man or woman, no matter 
how drunk they might be, unless they were 
also disorderly. Now. under the new law, 
any one found drunk in any public place 
may be arrested, prosecuted, and punished. 
Three convictions within twelve months con- 


stitute an “ habitual drunkard.” 


Already from all parts of England reports 
are coming of habitual drunkards being

“Dismay at the Clubs. 

The act also protects children. Any one 
found drunk in charge of a child is lable 
to a fine of $10 or a month's imprisonment. 
Several women in London and the provinces 
have already been punished under this 
clause. 

The act is causing dismay in the night 
clubs which abound in Soho and the east 
end. They are bogus clubs and are run 
merely for the purpose of evading the licens- 
ing law. Heretofore the punishment of a 
violation of the old law only amounted to a 
fine, which was cheerfully paid. Now that 
imprisonment is provided many of them 
} have already closed in despair, and scores of 
others will be closed within a week. 

The act applies equally to the social west 
end clubs, and there are stringent regulations 
in regard to the registering a club and de- 
positing a copy of its rules for permission to 
sell intoxicants. Frequent cases of drunk- 
enness on the premises have created such 
apprehension that every club in London and 
the provinces is overhauling its house rules 
and subcommittees have deen conferring 
with the solicitors for the club in view of 
this for the iast few weeks, 

Clubs of this kind, however, are not aimed 
at, but any one may get information as to 
what goes on in a club Any one on payment 
of a fee of a shilling, may inspect the rules of 
a club, which are deposited with the authori-

Another clause in the act provides ready 
means by which husbands may escape 
drunken wives, and wives drunken husbands. 
Habitual drunkenngss is now made a ground 
for legal separation. Many have already 
obtained relief from their marital ties 
through this section, the first two cases in 
London being Sir C. A. Lawson and a street 
cleaner, both of whom were afflicted with 
drunken wives. 

The saloonkeepers complain bitterly as to 
what is to be the test of drunkenness, but 
their trade society in London has sent a 
circular to all publio houses recommending 
that they go even beyond the requirements 
of the act. 

It suggests that saloonkeepers shall not 
serve even a sober man if he is in company 
with a drunken man until the latter has left 
the house. The circular goes on to say that 
they should not allow any bad language nor 
drink with any customer at the bar nor in 
any part of the house while on duty at the 
bar. They must not have any money what- 
ever on any part of their person. Some pub- 
lio housekeepers ape already hiring men 
whose special aer e keep their eyes on 
suspects; who may become intoxicated, and 
suppress bad language, betting, eto. 


Whisky Drinking Iné¢reasing. 
The consumption of whisky among the 
upper classes has been, as is well known, 


| 


recent years. The natural consequence is 
that there has been a corresponding in- 
crease in the number of distillers and deal- 
ers. Many of the latter have but a vague 
conception of the meaning of malt and 
„grain as applied to whisky. 

At the present time there are 160 Scotch 
distillers, who are producing Annually about 
36,000 gallons of a spirit which is usually 
called whisky. Only half of this is made 
from malt and is entitled to he so described, 
The rest, being made direct from grain un- 
malted, is merely a grain &pirit, the first 
cost of which is about one-quarter of that

Conditions for New Franchises.

All claims under the so-called ninety-nine 
year act should be waived and no grant 
should exceed twenty years. : | 

We should have a single fare throughout 
the city, and this should be accomplisheé, if 
possible, by voluntary consolfdation of the

between the companies. The different lines 
should be coördinated into a single system, 
and an effort should be made to secure some 

~ coordination and corelation in the facilities 
and service furnished by all the transporta- 
tion lines in the city. 

“ All extensions or new grants now or in 
future covering surface lines should be made 
to expire at the same time, so that the surface 
transportation lines may always be’ dealt 
With as a unit and not in fragments. All ex- 
tensions or grants must contain suitable pro- 
visions that the city, at the end of the fran- 
chises, or after a specified earlier date, shall 
have the right to purchase the lines and all 
tangible property pertaining to their opera- 


tion. 
Favors Municipal Ownership. 

“A united effort should be made to secure 
now from the legislature a statute under 
which the city in the future would have the 
harter power, if it had t means, to take 
over the lines at a price fixed judicially or by 
Arbitration, excluding, of course, any fran- 
chise value. The companies, I should think, 
would desire the passage of such a statute. 
But if the effort to secure such legislation 
Shan fail the city should, nevertheless, for its 
own sake, proceed forthwith to settle the 
traction problem, ineerting in the ordinance 
proper provisions for municipal ownership 
in the future. 

“Such a provision in the ordinance can be 
just as effective and available for the city 
under an enabling statute passed after the 
ordinanceas under one passed before the ordi- 
mance. That is a sound legal proposition. 
Wo enabling statuté. if now passed, could 
enabie the city in fact to have municipal 
ownership at the present time, for the city 
jacks money or power to raise it, and the 
complicated condition of existing franchises 
would make municipal owrership impractica- 
bie without prolonged litigation. 


Agrees to Referendum. 


“ Whatever new grant or extension shall 
be made must be upon terms satisfactory to 
the people. To insure this the terms of any 
settlement agreed upon shoul be made pub- 
lic for a reasonable time before being enacted 
into an ordinance, so that if 25 per cent of 
the voters of the city shall desire to do so 
they may avail themselves of the provisions 
of the law passed May 11, 1901, and, upon 
proper petition, cause the salient features 
of the proposed settlement to be submitted 
to a general or special election for an ex- 

n of opinion by the voters of the city. 

“With the transportation question is in- 
volved the matter of the subway system. 
What Boston an ew York have done Chi- 
cago can do and less expense. We should 
have a complete’ subway system in the 
central part of the city so as to relieve the

Dalton lives at 88 Gault court. He has 
been shot three times by rivals who were 
jealous of the prestige he had gained by 
whipping every man who dared to dispute 
his supremacy. Once the police arrested the 
man who shot Dalton, but he refused to 
prosecute him. Dalton’s assailant at that 
time was Jim Munson, a negro. The 
day following his acquittal he was found in 
an alley near the police station beaten until 
he was unable to move. 

That's a better job than the police could 
do,“ Dalton remarked. 

Last night’s shooting is supposed by the 
police to have been the outcome of a quar- 
rel which generally attends the Saturday 
night gatherings in the neighborhood. Dal- 
ton had been with a number of companions 
and was om his way home at 11 o'clock. 
When in front of 34 Gault court, only a few 
doors from his home, a man stopped him, 
and, after a few words, fired directly at 
Dalton’s head. 

Dalton was wounded, but he grappled with 
his assailant, only to be shot again. Both 
bullets struck him in the head, and he fell 
to the sidewalk dangerously wounded. His 
assallamt fled. Patrick Dalton, a brother, 
found the wounded man and took him home. 

When the police were called Dalton re- 
fused to go to a hospital. He fought In- 
spector Campbell and several policemen un- 
til he was overpowered, after which he was 
taken to the Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 

Dalton's 4 year old daughter was burned 
to death a week ago and since then, the 
police say, he has been drinking heavily 
and has had numerous quarrels. 

Despite Dalton's refusal to talk the police 
took a number of Italians to the station and 
will hold them pending an investigation. All 
live in Dalton’s neighborhood.

PARK'S 200 NEBDS COAL 


Animals Already Feel Drop in Tem- 
peratare and Fuel Supply Will Net 
Last Beyond Tomorrow Morning— 
Hastily Called Board Meeting De- 
to Leave Matter to Arbitra- 
tion—Many Costly Beasts and Rare 
Plants Are Threatened. ; 


A cold day is in store for the many tropical 
animals at Lincoln park tomorrow unless the 
difficulty between the commissioners and the 
Park Teamsters’ union is settled. Last 
nicht the park's coal supply was getting low, 
and the temperature in the animal and plant 
houses was reduced to make the fuel last 
‘until tomorrow morning. After that it is 
either coal or chills for the elephant, lions, 


and other captives from the tropics. 


The situation at the park became serious 
during the afternoon, when the striking em- 
ployés, prevented the delivery of twenty-five 
loads of coal. This aroused Supt. Warder, 
and he hastily called a‘special meeting of 
the park board. The members did not arrive 
‘at the board rooms until nearly 5 o'clock. At 
first some of the members wanted to invite 
the officials of the teamsters’ union to take 
part in the meeting, but this was objected 
to by the other commissioners, who said they 
could settle the trouble by themselves. Soon 
another difference of opinion appeared, some 
of the commisstoners being anxious to grant 
the strikers’ request for the reinstatement of 
the discharged driver. Sn 
t Arbitration Is Decided On. 
President Tracy, declared the matter was 
growing serious ahd advocated some action. 
‘Consequently it was decided to settle the dis- 
‘pute through a board of arbitration. The 
members of this board will not be announced 
until after a conference with the strikers’ 
union. It was intended by the commissioners 
to send a communication to the officials of 
the teamsters’ union last evening, but this 
was impossible, as the commissioners were 
unable to reach any of them. 

President Tracy, when seen at his home last 
evening, said: 

I something is not done in the matter by 
tomorrow the animals and plants will suffer 
from the cold. We have a little coal stored 
in the park buildings, but the fuel will not last 
more than a day or two. I think the matter 
can be settled, however, before any more 
trouble is caused. 2 
Commissioners May Become Drivers. 
Ik the strike is not settled and the coal 
teamsters refuse to deliver coal to the park, 
President Tracy added that he would do 
everything in his power to get coal to the 
park, even if the fuel had to be delivered 
by himself and the other members of the 
board. 

President Tracy stated further that Supt. 
Warder was justified in discharging John 
Meyer, the man whose removal caused the 
present trouble. 

The strike among the teamsters was caused 
by the refusal of the park officials to rein- 
state Meyer, who, the teamsters declare, was 
discharged on account of politics. Supt. 
Warder, however, says Meyer was incom- 
petent. The teamsters then sent a delegation 
to consult with President Tracy, who prom- 
ised to investigate the matter. 

_ Yesterday the strikers became anxious at 
the delay and after holding a secret meet- 
ing they decided to prevent the delivery of 
coal to the park. Nearly all of the strikers 
then went to the park and stationed them- 
selves along the driveways and the stopping 
of the coal teamsters began. 

The number of men who are out on strike is 
about thirty. 


ROBBED IN BROAD DAYLIGHT 
_ AND THIEVES MAKE ESCAPE. 


William Harding Held Up While Hur- 
rying to Catch an Elevated Train— 
Gold Watch and $8 Taken. 


| While walking under the Metropolitan 
elevated railroad near Desplaines street at 
8 o’clock yesterday afternoon, William Hard- 
ing, 17 West Nineteenth street, was robbed 
of $8 and a gold watch. 

Harding was hurrying to catch an elevated 
train, when he was stopped by two men. 
One was a negro and the other a white 
man. Revolvers were pointed at him, and 
when he attempted to push his way forward 
he was knocked down, kicked, and beaten. 
Harding made a report to the Desplaines 
street police, and Detectives Bonner. and 
Barron were detailed to make an investi- 
gation.

FULL RIGGED SPANISH SHIP _ 
GOES ASHORE IN A GALE. 


Vessel Fills with Bight Feet of Water 
and Panic Stricken Crew Is Rescued 
Ned New Jersey Coast Guerd. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Jan. 3.— [Special. 
The full rigged Spanish ship Remedios 
Pashaia, Capt. Table Ganota, Buenos Ayres, 
South America, to New York, with a cargo 
of hides and. bones, while running before a 
thirty mile gale in a dense fog ran into the 
sand bar opposfte Ship Bottom lighthouse 
this morning and jolted its seams open. 
Eight feet of water rose in its hold and 
threatened to send the wreck to the bottom. 

» Panic strieken, the crew of twenty-one men 
were thrown from their bunks and came on 
deck in their underclothing. Lifeboats were 
unslung and prepared for an emergency. The 
gails were still up, and the wind filling them 
made the ship grind and pound. The saflors 
managed to ease the strain on the vessel by 
taking in sail, but their situation was still 
full of peril. 

Rockets were sent up, but were not an- 
swered until daybreak, when the crew from | 
the Ship Bottom life saving station struggled 
bravely against the wind and sea to the ajd 
of the imperijed crew. | 

As neither officers nor men were able to 
speak English the information was through 
inspection of the ehip’s papers. The crew is 
being cared for at the life saving station.

Mary A. Livermore Denounces Trusts 
and Declares Something Must 
1 Be Done. 
Melrose. Mass., Jan. 3.—I[ Special. a 
massmeeting next Tuesday evening in the 
city hall, under the auspices of the Melrose 
Fuel association, a letter from Mrs. Mary 
A. Livermore will be read. Mrs. Livermore, 
among Other things, says: “We find our- 
selves in the remorseless grasp of coal com- 
panies and food producers, and with sink- 
ing hearts are facing a winter unparalleled 
in the cost of plain living. Trusts and com- 
‘bines, monopolies and corporations, are rap- 
idly organized, and their watered stock 
thrust upon the market, where it is greed- 
ily caught up as sure to yield large divi- 
dends, since competition has been stamped 
gut.

In view of these facts the citizens are ro- 
quested to buy sparingly, remembering that 
the needs of all may be met if the supply 
can be portioned out equally. In the view of 
the aldermen it is up to the consumer.“ 

While this appeal represents the commit- 
tee action, Ald. Friestedt, who submitted 
the resolutions of censure, is still belligerent. 
He. insists that something can be done by an 
appeal to the attorney general and declares 
that common humanity should have inter- 
ested the operators and the large coal dealers 
to some extent in the investigation, 


Statement of Ald. Badenoch. 


The public statement of conditions, issued 
— Ald. Badenoch for the committee, fol- 
ows: 
“The committee on railroads of the city 
council investigating the causes of the short 
coal supply in this city, believing that a brief 
statement of the results of its labors, pre- 
liminary to its final report, would tend to re-

way making prompt distribution of receipts 
and limiting the evil of delay caused by re- 
consignments. 

The committee is pleased to report that 
these efforts already have produced a marked

“In the megntime the committee advises 
that only such quantities of coal be purchased 
as are required for immediate use, as it fully 
Delieves that the supply wil! continue to 
increase from week to week, and the prices 
weaken correspondingly.’’ 

Mystery of Who Gets the Proflt. 
Who gets the profit? is a question which 
has not been answered by the investigators.

In fact, no one has been 
found who is making more than 25 cents a 
ton on coal, and yet some one is realizing a 
profit of $4 on every ton sold. |

China that her failure to ll the’ obliga- 
tlons provided for by the protocol will entail 
grave consequences. j 

A strong sentiment exists in favor of a 
compromise, if China will admit that the 
protocol demands the payment of the in- 
demnity on a gold basis and confine her ar- 
guments to the hardships resulting from the 
increase of the debt by nearly 20 per cent. 

Bt the powers refuse to waive the plain 
interpretation of the protocol. The danger 
exists that if China maintains her position 
some of the powers may demand territory or 
concessions for compensation. 

Cause of Some Uneasiness. — 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—The state de- 
partment has received confirmatory advices 
from Pekin of the declination of the powers 
to receive their second indemnity install- 
ment on the silver basis. It is not under- 
stood that the declination was accompanied 
by a threat, but the action itself is regarded 
as sinister. |

Country Should Announce Its 
Readiness to Fight for the Ameri- 
can Policy—Advises Closer Com- 
mercial Union of the Two Nations 
and Says the Whole World Would 
Not Dare to Oppose Such a Combine. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 3.—That England should be 
willing not only to support the Monroe doc- 
trine, but should declare herself ready to 
fight in its defense, was the statement made 
today by Lord Charles Beresford in a dis- 
cussion of international affairs. 

Much praise was given American business 


, methods by Lord Charles, who is going to 


the United States shortly to study the sys- 
tems in vogue there. He insisted that British 
corporations would have to copy the Ameri- 
can plans if they wanted to succeed. He 
also advocated a closer commercial friend- 
ship between the two nations. 


Not to Enter Ship Combine. — 
In the course of his talk, Lord Beresford 
said: 

J am going to America because I have 
some private business to attend to, It has 
nothing to do with the shipping combine. If 
the Morgans had paid me the compliment of 
offering me something in that connection, 
which they have not, I should be obliged to 
decline. However, in addition to attending 
to private business, I am going to have a 
good look around, although I must be back in 
London for the opening of parliament in 
February. ‘ | 

I hope to pick up information regarding 
the administrative element in American busi- 
ness. That's where America excels. We do 
not know how to administer here. Our work- 
men are as good as theirs, but our adminis- 
trations are feeble. Our companies want 
lords and commoners as directors who know 
nothing about business. Yours demand 
straight business men who not only know 
but put their money into the concerns of 
which they are directors. 


World Dare Not Interfere, 


If I can teach the people here to adopt 
American business methods we can then 
have greater intercommunication of capital 
and interests between the two countries. It 
is the only way, and once England and Amer- 
ica get on a profit sharing basis the world 
will not dare to interfere with either. 

Neither of us will stand for a political 
alliance. It is impossible. Changing parties 
eig sentiments of both countries for- 
bid it. 

I frankly confess that a business alliance 
would be more to England’s than America’s 
advantage. America can look after herself. 
She can fight the world, either from an eco- 
nomic or any other viewpoint. They have 
not begun to realize here yet that the long 
period which Great Britain held the monop- 
oly of trade is over. They do not know the 
value of a gcrapheap, of the minimum cost 
of production, or of the volume of trade. 


Predicts Century of Peace, 


The coming century will be one of busi- 
ness. By trying to achieve a community of 
business interests and methods between 
America and England, I believe. I shall be 
doing much toward its being a century of 
peace. You put your brightest men into 
business. We put them into politics, the 
navy, and the army. That has got to be 
changed, not for the sake of the money it 
makes for the individual, but for the gen- 
eral good of the country. When I return 
I hope to have a lot more information in my 
pocket which will further these ends in 
parlament and elsewhere.“

ARRESTS QUICELY: FOLLOW ' LooT.

Daring Theft at Abingdon, III., Results 
in Loss of $4,800, and Two Men with 
Satchels Well Filled with Money 
Are Caught at Quincy — Night 
Watchman Bound and Gagged 
While Burglars Leisurely Blow Up 
Safe—Give Him 40. 


Quincy, III., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—T wo men, 
believed to be members of a gang of five rob- 
bers that looted the safe of the First Na- 
tional bank of Abingdon, III., early today. 
were captured here later. They made an 
attempt at resistance, but were overpowered. 

Four thousand eight hundred dollars in 
plunder was secured from the bank and a 
large sum was found in the possession of the 
prisoners. 

The robbery was a daring one, five men 
having bound and gagged the night watch- 
man, and then proceeded leisurely to blow 
open the safe. Thirteen charges of dynamite 
were exploded before the cash was reached. 
The men then entered buggies and drove 
out of town. 


Have Good Start on Pursuers. 

After a struggle of nearly two hours after 
the robbers left the bank the watchman suc- 
ceeded in loosing his bonds so that he could 
reach for his knife, with which he cut him- 
self free and gave the alarm. The interior 
of the bank was a scene of confusion. The 
floor was covered with broken locks, crow- 
bars, hammers, and débris caused by the ex- 
plosion. — = 

The men operated about three hours in the 
bank, and on leaving the leader lifted from 
the pile of currency bills amounting to $40 
and shoved them into the vest pocket of the 
watchman, remarking that was his share. 

The captured men gave the names of Ed- 
ward Raymond and J. A. Haines. Raymond 
had a card bearing the name of R. A. Vance 
of the government secret service, He ad- 
mitted that he himself had been In the secret 
service department. Haines had the name 
of Quinn on his shirt, and also a match box 
with Q.“ on it. Each man had a grip filled 
with loose money and also burglar tools and 
explosives. The money amounted to $1, 752. 


Paymaster Shoots Robber. 
Bussey, Ia., Jan. 3.—W. R. Sullivan, pay- 
master for the Bussey coal mine, near this 
place, was held up by three robbers early to- 
day and robbed of $1,800. After the robbers 
had obtained the money Sullivan secured a 
shotgun and began firing at them. One of the 
men was seriously wounded, being shot in the 
face and arm. He was captured and taken 
to Knoxville for treatment.

CONTRACT TO DIVIDE GAIN 


Judge Chytraus Decides Suit of Alex- 
ander McKay Against John W. Dunt- 
ley in Favor of the Plaintiff. 


the profits of a business cannot be held in- 


to a decision by Judge Chytraus yesterday. 
The suit at bar was an action brought by 
Alexander McKay against John W. Duntley, 
president of the Chicago Pneumatic Tool 
company, to enforce a contract which they 
had entered into in 1897. 

Duntley had acquired the right to sell in 
Europe for ten years pneumatic tools made 
under certain patents. He wanted to go to 
Europe to float companies, and he went to 
MeKay for assistance. McKay advanced 
$10,000, Duntley agreeing to repay the prin- 
cipal at the expiration of the contract, and 
to give McKay one-half the profits as com- 
pensation for the use of the money. 

The venture was successful, and companies 
were organized in England and France. 
Duntley continued to turn over one-half the 
profits to McKay until November, 1901, when 
he said McKay had received enough for the 
use of his $10,00. McKay then flled suit. 

— delivering his opinion Judge Chytraus 
“There was no absolute promise by Mr. 
Duntley to pay any interest, but there is 
promise to repay the principal. From the 
legal standpoint there was no risk of the 
principal, but there was a risk of the interest. 
Increment to McKay upon his $10,000 was 
to come out of the profits of the business only, 
and was, of course, continger® upon their 
being any. Strictly speaking, not Duntley 
personally, but the joint interest pays tne 
share accruing to McKay.. 

The conclusion of the court is that our 
interest statute does not affect the contract 
between the parties hereto.”’

_ DUBLIN, Dec. 13.—Sir Antony MacDon- 
nell, the man selected by King Edward to

The force and deter- 
mination of this official, who is now prac- 
tically at the head of the British civil serv- 
ice, can be read in his broad, square:cut 
face. He is short in stature, and that fact 
adds to the air of determination which

I 
assumed the place with the understanding 
that I would hold it as long as I could, in 
the light of my own ideas, or as long as I 
thought it right that I should.” 


| Favors the Land Bill 
Sir Antony talked At length of the prom- 
ised land bill | 7 
The measure, I have all reason to be- 
lieve,” said he, will deal with the problem 
on a broad and just basis. It will aim to 
work out a plan for universal land purchase 
and the consequent reclaiming of Ireland 
from its present state of ruining unrest. 
Both sides are sick of the present situation. 
It has gone from bad to worse. I certainly 
believe that land settlement and the end of 
Irish discontent are near at hand. 
“Some champions of land purchase have 
insisted.“ he was reminded, that any land 
purchase law to be effective must be com- 
pulsory, compelling the landlords to sell out, 
or at least giving the government condemna- 
- fory power. Do you believe that is the 
case?” 

“There will be no compulsory course, in 
my opinion, replied the under secretary. 
“It is not needed. Compulsion runs the 
hazard of engendering bad feeling, which 
might prove a hindering bar to settlement. 
I believe it is unnecessary: Terms can be 
arranged which will be so attractive to 
jandiords that they will be glad to dispose of 
their holdings.” 

“But suppose a few should hold out and 
refuse to sell their estates?" was asked. 
Would compulsion be needed then?” 


— Gompulsion Not Needed. 

“ Unquestionably. no,” replied Sir Antony. 

“Once start purchase on a large scale and it 
will work itself out. A few landowners 
could not hold out against it. Suppose their 
estates were ringed about with thousands 
of tenant purchasers, all paying installments 
to the government and knowing that at the 
end of forty-nine years they would own their 
holdings in fee. What would be the condi- 
tion of the tenants on the estates which had 
not been sold? Why, the situation can be 
easily foreseen—demands of ‘no rent’; ‘ we 
want the same thing as our neighbors '; all 
that. It would be impossible to hold out. 
Voluntary land purchase, once started, will 
work to the desired end.”’ 
It was pointed out that those landlords who 
are opposing the settlement movement set 
up the claim that tenants may in future 
years repudiate their debt to the govern- 
ment and not pay their purchase install- 
ments. 

“ There is no danger of that.“ asserted Sir 
Antony. “The danger to the government 

ie nonexistent. The Irish peasant is built of 
that character which can be depended upon. 
He wants to own his land. He is grateful 
for the least that is granted him. Why. 

then, if the government gives him the one 
object of his life—ownership of his land— 
should he ever turn on the giver? There is 
no danger of that. Purchase already al- 
lowed is proof to the contrary of this argu- 

ment. The payments are met promptly and 
giadly. The Irish peasant is a conservative 
if hé is given conditions which bring peace 
and iend impetus to his industry. There is 
no need of discussing that phase of the ques- 
tion. The Irish peasant can be depended 
on absolutely to carry out his obligations 
under land purchase.” 


8 Trish a Loysl People. 

“Some affect to see that land ownership 
will lead to disloyalty on the part of the 
Irish people; will lead to further unrest and 
demands for separation and independence,” 
was suggested. 

“That, too, must be denied,“ was the 
reply. There is no disloyalty among the 
farmers or the people of Ireland today. 
There is discontent. It is widespread and 
serious. It could not be otherwise under 
existing conditions. But there is no disloy- 


alty. 

*{ firmly believe that home rule in Ire- 
land is but a question of a short time. I 
believe that local government, bearing a 
relation to the imperial government just as 
your state authority bears to your federal 
government, is a question of early realiza- 


tion. 

“It is the same with England and Scot- 
land. They need home rule in the same way. 
‘Tramway franchises and similar problems 
arising in various cities are now handled 
by parliament. Why, see the amount of 
guch legislation, clearly the work for the 
cities or the country interested, which is 
done—or left undone—in parliament at all 
times! There is no doubt, too, but that the 
* Trish people would be satisfied with local 
government of that kind. . 

I repeat it, there is no disloyalty in Ire- 
land today; it is merely discontent. Land 
settlement will remove that at once. I have 
every confidence that the next land bill will 
work this end. Until there is an establish- 
ment of single ownership Ireland must con- 
tinue in the same groove of unrest and dis- 
order. Now is the time to set aside past 
differences and charges. Whether landlords 
or tenants are most to blame for the condi- 
tion which has been brought about should 
be overlooked. Both sides should deal justly 
with each other, and in that way the solu- 
tion can be found. That it will be found I 
have not the slightest doubt.” 


Effect on Stock Exchange. 


There is another factor which must be 
reckoned with in the event of universal pur- 
chase enablement, Sir Antony contends, 
and that is the stock exchange. 

** Landiords, naturally.“ said he, will m- 
sist that the prices paid them for their lands, 
in guaranteed land stock or otherwise, shall 
be such that when invested tn securities of 
absolute certainty they wil! yield an equivy- 
alent of their present incomes. Now, safe 
investments which would attract them yield 
about 3 per cent interest annually. But if 
6500. 000.000 or $600,000,000 were thrown on 
the market at one time to be placed in à per 
cent investments it would mean that the 

_ price of these securities would go skyward 
immediately and thus there would be dan- 
get of heavy losses to Investors through the 
market prices demanded of them. This point 
will have to be taken into account.

I have read absolutely no baseball news un- 
til yesterday, when I received the Chicago 
papers, which brought to me the first in- 
formation that there was a hitch of any 
kind to the meeting of the committees of 
the National and American leagues, which 
is scheduled to be held at Cincinnati next 
Monday. 
After carefully reading all these newspa- 
per reports I am led to believe the opinion 
which I expressed last summer. to the ef- 
fect that the American league does not de- 
sire peace until after it has firmly estab- 
lished clubs in New York and Pittsburg, still 
holds good. I do not wish to accuse any 
person or persons connected in any way 
with the American league of quibbling, but 
if the club owners of that organization are 
desirous of obtaining peace in baseball, as 
they have declared themselves to be, the only 
logical way to get at a mutual understand- 
ing is to get the committees of the two 
leagues together as soon as possible, the 
committeemen to be entirely unhampered by 
instructions or restrictions from their re- 
spective organizations until such time agit 


is ascertained if a treaty of peace is possible 


or not. 
| Questions Involved. 

“I do not wish to put myself in the posf- 
tion of talking too much or of talking in ad- 
vance of the committee meeting, providing 
such a meeting should occur. But it seems 
to me that first of all there must be decided 
just what policy is to be adopted. Whether 
there shall be two leagues of eight clubs 
each, both working in harmony, or whether 
there shall be one league of twelve clubs, 
one league of sixteen clubs. 

“If the first proposition is to be the pol- 
icy then either league would be practically 
safe in delegating unusual powers to its com- 
mittee.

IN MANY OF THE BRANCHES. 


Marked Advance in Public Interest in 
Several Fields on the Part of Better 
Class of Enthusiasts—Racing Leads 
in Matter of Progress Made During 
the Year—New Blood in Baseball 
Helps Old League by Making Peace 


From a sporting viewpoint, the year of 1902 
was an unqualified success. Never before 
have so many different branches of amuse- | 
ment enjoyed such uniform prosperity, and 
mever before have such marked advances 
in public interest been noted on the part 
of the better class of enthusiasts. 

Racing stands at the top in progress made, 
to public confidence inspired in the men

French diplomatists of Egyptian experi- 
ence attribute the present critical situation 
of the sultan to his readiness in adopting 
European ideas and following too implicitly 
the suggestions of his Scotch adviser, Caid 
MacLean. A parallel is drawn between this 
uprising of Bou Hammara against Sultan 
Abdul Aziz with the Egyptian revolt of Ara- 
bia against Khedive Newfick in 1882. Ac- 
cording to information received in Paris 
today, the fighting force of the sultan is 
considerably greater than hitherto sup- 
posed. The feeling here is that the outcome 
will be a ioss of British and European in- 
ternal influence in Morocco, but that the for- 
eign status will remain intact. 


Steel Trust's New Scheme. 

French papers today give prominence to 
the great profit sharing scheme of the Amer- 
ican steel trust and also to Pierpont Mor- 
gan’s new year generosity to his employés. 
The trend of opinion here is that the profit 
sharing plan is a step towards collectivism 
as understood by French socialist leaders 
like Millerand and Jean Jaures. In the 
more skeptical financial circles, however, 


) the opinion is expressed that the scheme 


is an “adroit Machiavelian method” of 
unloading a surplus supply of shares and 
making them popular. Political economists 
like Eugene Rostand and Paul Leroy Beau-

Welecming the New 
The method of welcoming the coming and 
Speeding the parting guest naturally varies 
according to the temperament of indtvid- 
nals.

panied by the skirling of the bagpipes. 
There could hardly be a greater contrast 
than that afforded by the solemn architec- 
ture of Sir Christopher Wren's grand old 
- cathedral, surmounted by its stately dome, 
looking dim and massive in the darkness, 
and the motley crowds of merrymakers 
gathered around the weather beaten walls. 
Such roystering scenes are naturally dis- 
approved by the staid authorities of the 
cathedral, who have done all they can, but 
tneffectually, to discredit a practice which 
does not commend itself to the ecclesiastical 
mind as a fitting inauguration of the year. 
It is the ng associated with it which 
i its most undesirable feature, but this was 
distinctly less conspicuous this year. 


Hard Lines for Drunkards. 

The evils of drunkenness are recognised 
by every one, and the new year saw the com- 
ing into force of a new law designed to com- 
bat this national curse. ‘This act, although 
it has excited little controversy, is one of 
considerable stringency. If any man in 
the future treats another who is the worse 
for liquor he will be liable to one month’s 
imprisonment at hard labor. When a man 
has been characterized by a magistrate as 
an habitual drunkard he will be liable to fine 
if within three years after date he attempts 
to obtain liquor on any licensed premises. 

Any license holder who supplies him with 
liquor or allows any other person to do so 
will be liable to a much heavier fine. Both 
the last provisions apply to clubs and sa- 
loons. Lists of habitual drunkards are to 
be forwarded by the police, to licensed per- 
gons and club secretaries. No distinction 
is made between clubs of the rich and the 
poor. The law regarding ordinary and iso- 
lated drunkenness is also made much more 
stringent than now. If energetically en- 
forced by the police and strictly interpreted 
by the magistrates the law may have a sal- 
utary effect. It will not stop drunkenness, 
but it will do something to make the ways 
of the drunkard hard. 


BRITISH RITUALISTS ALARMED.

Ritualists are ap- 
palled by the boldness with which the bishop 
of London, who they conside one of their 
sympathizers, has complained against the 
appearance of Roman doctrine and prac- 
tice in a few extreme churches.

Michael's, Shoreditch, to refrain from the 

employment of the rosary in the pulpit and 

the use of devotions to the Virgin, invoca- 
tions to the saints, and the service of bene- 
diction with reserved sacrament, and threat- 


ens to prostcute him immediately under the 


clergy discipline act. 
Another rebel against ecclesiastical au- 


thority is Father Wainwright of St. Peter's, 


London docks, who uses incense during the 

celebraticns of mass and reserves the sac- 
rament and encourages the practice of the 
adoration of the host. Both these vicars 
are doing useful service among {he labor- 
ers and working women in most unpromis- 
ing districts. 

Must Restore Famous Cathedral. 
The necessity for the ration of the fa- 
mous west front of Exeter cathedral is caus- 
ing much alarm among lovers of stately 
\architecture. The work has been sanctioned 
by the chapter on the representations of 
architects that the weight of the roof has 
rendered the thirteenth century wall unsafe. 
The restoration will be conducted with con- 
servatism, and the images of the saints and 
m Will de copied, but not remodeled. 
There is a movement for substituting new 
glass for the ugly eighteenth century glass 
in the west window and making the work a 
memorial to Archbishop Temple, who was 
identified with the Devonshire society. 


May Change Court Custom. 
Rumors that there will be several courts 


in February are not well founded if the

ner, giving a thin, clear, yellow oil, which is 
also suitable for culinary purposes. If this 
oil is boiled and afterwards treated with cold 
water it yields a thick, gelatinous substance, 
used in making cotton — which are col- 
ored ad Mbitum. 

The Afridis in this way produce brilliant 
designs, and the textiles, in addition, become 
waterproof. It may be possible that Euro- 
peans will learn a new e from the 
Afrigis.

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IMPROVING STREET CAR SERVICE. 
New Yorkers complain that while the trac- 
tion companies may be doing all in their 
to accommodate the public at the 
hours, they are not doing their best 
mt other hours. The same int can 
be made with justice by Chicagoans concern- 
ang their traction companies. On many of 
the lines the companies run all the cars they 
dan during the rush hours, but at other times 
they do not run enough to accommodate the 
public comfortably, although they are 
abundantly able to do so. They reason per- 
haps that the people are so accustomed to the 
lack of accommodations at certain hours 
that they. will not mind their lack at all times. 
The men and women who use the cars are 
“mot without intelligence. They know that 
during some hours it is easy for the com- 
panies to furnish adequate facilities, and 
the failure to furnish them at such times is 
resented. It will not take the council long 
to find out the lines on which there are not 
enough cars running in other than rush hour 
periods and order the companies to add to 
the number. Something can be done to im- 
prove the service before a permanent ar- 
‘angement has been made. 
| Mayor Low has asked the managers of the 
New Tork traction companies why they 
eaimot put two conductors on their cars 


and the other to attend to the stopping an 

starting of the cars, a matter which the 
single conductor, even with the aid of oblig- 
ing passengers, cannot look after satisfac- 
torily. The managers have not answered 
the mayor’s query. The public would be 
better served with two conductors Acci- 
dents would be less likely to happen. Better 
time could be made. On the other hand, the 
operating expenses of the companies would 
be increased a little, and that seems to them 


a sufficient obstacle to an improvement. 


Many cars are run on Chicago lines during 
the rush hours “when there is need of two 
conductors. No man is so agile that he can 
be in and out of the densely packed car 
at one and the same moment, yet there 
are many times when such an impossibility 
is required of him. The mayor of Chicago 
might put to the local traction companies 
the question which the mayor of New York 
has put to the companies in his city. Per- 
haps he will be more fortunate in obtaining 
an answer. | 


COAL SHOULD BE CHEAPER. 
The price of coal is excessive and the sup- 
at is ecanty. Large and small consumers 

re complaining. Some manufacturers, and 
some railroads, even, are leading a hand-to- 


| mouth existence and are afraid that any 


moment they may be out of fuel. It is evi- 
dent from the investigations of the attorney 
general and of the council committee that 
the unpleasant state of affairs is due to no 
one cause, and is not to be remedied by at- 
tacking one set of individuals. | | 
The strike in the anthracite mines de- 
creased the winter’s supply of coal. Soft 
coal, which under ordinary circumstances 
would have gone westward, has gone east- 
ward. The consumption of bituminous coal 
in New York and New England has in- 
creased greatly. The industrial activity 
of the country has swelled the demand for 
coal. During the holiday season the miners 
in the east and in the west have been enjoy- 
ing themselves and have mined less than the 
average amount. It was not to be expected 
that they would sacrifice their holidays to 
serve the public. Yet some eastern papers 
have reproached the miners in the anthracite 
fields for their ingratitude in doing so little 
work during the Christmas season when a 
public which had sympathized with them 
when they needed sympathy was suffering 
from a lack of fuel. Complaints of the lack 
and cost of coal are not confined to Chicago. 
They come from New England, New York, 
and the District of Columbia, and are no 
less vehement than those heard here. 
The railroads in some instances have not 
been so energetic as they might have been in 
forwarding coal. Some dealers doubtless 
have speculated in that commodity to en- 


bance its price. Advantage has been taken 


of the situation by some dealers to demand 
exorbitant prices. It is said that some mine 
operators who are delivering under contracts 
have notified dealers that if they do not con- 
sent to pay a higher price strikes will be got 
up which will nullify the contracts, Alarmed 
consumers have aided dealers in advancing 
prices by biddng against one another. Some 
consumers have managed to lay in larger 
stocks than they actually needed. Their en- 
deavors to be on the safe side have deprived 
others of their fair share of coal. There 
have been hoggish consumers as well as 
grasping. dealers. ‘The cartoon in yester- 
day’s Trisunz, in which mine operators, 
railroad men, jobbers, retailers, and consum- 
ers were portrayed, each of them pointing 
at somébody else as if to say “ Thou art the 
man,” was an accurate’picture of what they 
have been doing during the last week. Each 
has been saying the other was entirely at 
fault. Blame should fall upon each of them 
to some extent. 1 
Many causes have contributed to a situa- 
tion which is most burdensome to the smaller 
consumers who, as a rule, have no contracts 
‘with dealers or operators and who are bid- 
ding against one another for the limited sup- 
ply of free coal ’’—coal in excess of the 
amount which should be delivered under con- 
tracts. They ought not to be taxed so heavily 
as they are. They may get relief now that 
the situation is better understood. Recent 
investigations have thrown much light on it. 
The holidays are over and the miners wil! get 
to work. The railroads will give preference 
to coal shipments. If consumers will be less 
nervous and dealers will be content with fair 
profits and will see to it that their customers 
are served alike, there will be a speedy fal] in 
the price of coa] and consumers will be fairly 
well supplied. Too much is being paid for it 
now, even when allowance is made for the 
decreased supply. 


MASCAGNI AND HIS BOOK. 

Sig. Mascagni, who, temporarily, at least, 
has been released from a sea of troubles,” 
has signified his intention of setting down 
in a book of his impressions of America, or, 
rather, of some American managers, press 
agents, attorneys, constables, and musicians, 
who have been more or less intimately con- 
cerned with his affairs since his arrival in 
this country. That the book will be a lively 
one seems apparent from his preliminary 
characterization of these, who, in the same 


| interview in which he tells of his proposed 


book, are called “ executioners,” “ moral as- 

sassins,” “ unclean birds of slander,” “ ven- 

omous and loathsome reptiles,” and “hounds 
barking outrageous lies at his heels? 

' Granted that Sig. Mascagni has been fol- 
fowed by the moral assassins in a most 
extraordinary manner, and that they have 
been ingenious and industrious in digging 
pitfalls for him, still there is some doubt 
whether in deciding to write a book he has 
acted wisely. He enthusiastically says: 
My honesty of purpose, my integrity shall 
shine forth like the radiance of the noonday 


sun. The troubles that have clustered about 


my pathway through a foreign land have 
severely tried my fortitude of soul and my 
trust in God’s wisdom, but the light has 
broken at last.” Sig. Mascagni should be 
content with that. | ö 

It is not likely that Sig. Mascagni’s book 
will find many readers in America, for the 
reason that not many Americans are inter- 
ested in the chronic row between composers, 
managers, agents, and the other “ unclean 
birds of prey that seem to be attracted by 
the divine art of song, though they cannot 
sing themselves. Most people take it for 
granted that these quarrels are going on all 
the time and care nothing about them. They 
are too busy with other things of more im- 
portance to pay attention to such trifies. It 
is possible the book will find readers in Italy 
and that it may serve to dissuade other 
young Italian composers front coming over 
here before their beards are grown. To this 
extent the book will have a useful mission. 

If Sig. Mascagni were wise he would re- 
member that he is still young and that, con- 
sidering what he has accomplished, it was 
presumptuous for him to come over here for 
the purpose of presenting it to the Ameri- 
cans. He should also remember that it was 
rash for him to make the experiment with 
little or no knowledge of the business meth- 
ods of American operatic managers and 
agents. True, he has learned-a good. deal 
about these methods, but it has been fright-

SENATOR HOAR AND THE TRUSTS. 

Senator Hoar has made his contribution 
to the large stock of anti-trust bills which 
have been prepared for the consideration of 
congress. So high is the reputation of Sena- 


tor Hoar as a conservative constitutional 


lawyer that a measure drafted by him de- 
serves respectful consideration. Its fate 
is uncertain, Many senators and represen- 
tatives have prepared anti-trust bills, and 


each of them is convinced that his plan is 


the one which should be adopted. There are 
many congressmen who are in a state of be- 
wilderment and are unable to make an intel- 
ligent choice between rival measures. 

The bill of the senator from Massachu- 
setts ie an acceptance of the theory of the 
attorney general that the trusts can be 


brought to terms under the power of con- 


gress to regulate commerce with foreign 
nations and among the states. Trusts which 
do not comply with the conditions of the bill 
are to be denied the right to engage in inter- 
state commerce, directly or indirectly, and 
can be enjoined from doing so. It is made 
an offense to do any act for the purpose 
of driving out of business any other person 
engaged therein,” or for such purpose to sell 
“any article or product at less than its fair 
market value, or at a less price than the 
corporation or association is accustomed to 
demand or receive therefor in any other 
place under like conditions.” These are 
questions of fact which will have to be de- 
termined finally by a court. If the bill 
should become a law there will be much con- 
troversy over “fair market value” and 
“like conditions.“ 

The bill provides that no corporation or 
association shall be allowed to engage in 
commerce with foreign nations or among 
the states unless it obligates itself to make 
reports as to its condition and to allow the 
attorney general to call on it for information. 
he may desire. Officers, managers, and di- 
rectors are required to sign an undertaking 
to comply with the law and accept its liabil- 
ities, one of which is becoming personally 
liable for the debts and obligations of the 
corporation in the event of the violation by 
them of any of the provisions of the act. 
Senator Hoar admits that it is doubtful 
whether men will care to accept such a re- 
sponsibility. He admits algo that the objec- 
tion may be raised that the United States 
government cannot constitutionally make 
the officers of a corporation personally liable 
for its debts. He contends that it is not un- 
constitutional to make the signing of such 
an agreement by the officers of a corporation 
a condition precedent to its engaging in inter- 
state commerce. 18 

If Senator Hoar's bill were to become a 
law, and were held to be constitutional, there 
is no trust which the general government 
would be unable to reach. It could regulate 
the sugar trust, for instance. The Supreme 
court has said that the government cannot 
do so under existing laws. As the attorney 
general has said, “every constitutional 
quéstion is an open one until it is authori- 
tatively closed under a decision of the Su- 
preme court.” It has not been authorita- 
tively determined that the provisions of 
Senator Hoar’s bill are constitutional. 
Whether congress has greater powers than 
those already exercised by it cannot be 
known until further legislation shall have 
been enacted. Hence the importance of 
speedy action on the part of congress to cs- 
certain the limits of its powers as regards 
trusts. The passage of Senator Hoar’s bill 
will give it information on that point. 


THE OLD LITERARY QUESTION. 

If weaccept the opinions of two apostles of 
realism, Mr. Howells and Mr. Fuller, that 
old question as to whether romanticism or 
realism meets with more favor in the eyes of 
modern readers must be decided in favor of 
the romanticists. Mr. Howells confesses 
from the January Easy Chair that where- 
as it was once his fond delusion that the 
reader could be persuaded to ask nothing 
better than the facts, he now is compelled to 
admit that this reader asks nothing worse of 
the writer than these same facts. “ He de- 
sires only and ever that the pneumatic tires 
bearing him to eternity shall be constantly 
pumped full of the east wind.” This desire 
for romancing Mr. Fuller, also, finds charac- 
teristic of modern readers, though he puts it 
in a different way: “It may be taken as 
pretty certain that most readers will go on 
giving a kindlier welcome to the rose colored 
light of the merciful sentimentalists than to 
the harsh calcium glare thrown searchingly 
from the scientific apparatus of the modern 
reformer.” |

misguided readers. Mr. Howells fears that 
perhaps American democracy as studied and 
painted by the American author may have 
been made too repulsive: “ It looks ordinary, 
commonplace, uninteresting as one’s face

It is safe to say that there 
will always be realistic writers of the 

Howells and Fuller type, and realistic read- 
ers who dare to look at themselves in the

A NOTABLE DISCOVERY. 

The archeologists delving among the ruins 
of the past now and then chance upon a bit of 
human evidence which not only dispels some 
myth or clears up an uncertainty but also 
brings us in touch with the remote past so 
closely as to show that time is short, after all, 
as well as that the world is narrow. Timo- 
theus hitherto has been somewhat of a myth. 
Dryden, in his Alexander's Feast,” has 
placed him “ on high amid the tuneful quire ” 
where his “ flying fingers touched the lyre,” 
whose “ trembling notes,” ascending the sky, 
inspired“ heavenly joys,” and with poetica] 
audacity has placed him in the same rank 
with Saint Oecilia, first of organists, accord- 
ing to the record of the church, though there 
were organs in Egypt end even in Rome long 
before Cecilia wa born, and consequently 
there must have been organists. 

Briefly, fame has credited Timotheus with 
being an excellent Athenian musician and 
dithyrambie poet, and he is also conspicuous 
for having added the eleventh string to the 
cithara—an addition of no small consequence 
in those days—and possibly having some 
bearing upon the evolution of our harp. But 
since Timotheus was gathered to his fathers 
all trace has been lost of his music and his 
dithyrambs, until the other day a German ex-

en coffin, and in it found a complete copy of 
Timotheus’ poem on the battle of Marathon, 
set forth in ancient Greek letters. It will, 
of course, soon be given to the world in a 
modern setting. | 

The century has been rich in classical finds. 
Among them, the New York Independent, 
which devotes much space to archeology, 
records the mimes of Herondas, the odes of 
Bacchylides, the “Athenian Common- 
wealth of Aristotle, the code of Hammura- 
bi, the Philosophumena ” of Hippolytus, 
the Teaching of the Apostles,” the Di- 
atessaron of Tatian, the Epistle of Di- 
agnetus, various constitutions and apocry- 
phal gospels, portions of the old Syriac New 
Testament, and the Hebrew Peelesias- 
ticus.” As the area of exploration thus far 
has been comparatively small, numerous 
treasures of classical, sacred, and oriental 
literature must stil] be awaitng the explor- 
ers. The field is far from being exhausted. 
Undoubtedly long before the close of the 
present century our knowledge of the world 
before Christ will be nearly as definite as 
our knowledge of the world after Christ. 


4 CLOSING A POSTOFFICE. . 

The postmistress at Indianola, Miss., has 
tendered her resignation. She has done so 
because she is a colored woman and some 
lawless, brutal whites have frightened her 
by their threats. The woman has been in 


chargé of the office for nearly six years. The 


respectable white citizens of Indianola have 
no fault to find with her. They do not think 
they are subject to negro domination be- 
cause @ colored woman hands them thelr 
letters. Two leading democratic citizens of 
the place are on her bond. The enforced 
resignation of the postmistress will not be 
accepted, andy as she refuses te act, the 
Indianola office will be closed, and will not 
be reopened until there is an assurance that 
a trustworthy, inoffensive servant of the 
government will not be molested. * 

The closing of the office will inconvenience 
seriously the citizens of Indianola, who will 
have to go to another town to post and get 
letters. The reopening of the office depends 
entirely upon the respectable residents, 
Whenever they muster up courage to put 
down the lawless element which is respon- 
sible for the present lack of postal facilities 
and make it safe for the colored postmistress 
to resume her duties the office will be reop- 
ened. The reputable citizens can protect 
the postmistress if they choose to do so. The 
wonder is that they have not done it of their 
own motion. They are not prudent men or 
they would see that if lawless fellows are 
permitted to dictate as to one thing, they 
become emboldened by success and under- 
take to dictate as to many things. 

It is to be hoped the law abiding citizens 
of Indianola will not complain of an incon- 
venience which they have brought on them- 


given them and regulate a rowdy element, 
which makes little use of postal facilities 
itself and yet assumes to decide who shall 
manage the postoffice. 


PANAMA AS A BUSINESS VENTUBE. 

Will the Panama canal pay? Some say 
this and some say that, avoiding open dec- 
larations and introducing clever qualifica- 
tions, but Col, George Earl Church is not 
afraid to say flatly: “ No, it will not pay.” 
His reasons are given in a recent number of 
the Journal of the Royal Geographical so- 
ciety. | 

Ninety-six per cent of the inhabitants of 
the world, says Col. Church, live north of 
‘the projected Panama canal route. What 
great trade is there likely to be, therefore, 
in a north to south or south to north direc- 
tion? Next, with regard to trade from east 
to west or west to east, the three continents 
of Europe, Asia, and Africa must be left 
out of the question. The distance from 
Plymouth in England to Yokohama in Japan 
is 1,725 miles shorter by way of Suez than 
by way of Panama. Now Plymouth and 
Yokohama are as far apart as any two im- 
portant ports in the three continents under 
consideration. If Plymouth-Yokohama 
trade does not go by way of Panama, what 
European-African-Asiatic trade will? We 
are cut down, therefore, to the trade to or 
from or between the Americas.

Mean- 
while there will be interest—theoretical, per- 
haps—on the $180,000,000 or more which the 
canal will cost, and there will be mainte- 
nance expenses reaching $2,000,000 a year, 
The deficit, therefore, will be over $1,000,- 
000 a year. | 

All this may be true, and truth should 
not be neglected. There are other reasons, 
however, besides commercial expediency 
why the United States has determined that 
an interoceanic canal shall be built. Those 
reasons can look a $1,000,000 deficit in the 
face without winking. Besides, Pacific and

As long as the duel remains as an instity- 
tlon of the army it is hopeless to eliminats 
it from the social life of countries where 
military service is compulsory upon all citi-. 
zens. Indeed, the axiom can even be applied 
to nations where conscription does not exist 

The late Prince Albert, consort of Queen 
Victoria, realized this, and to him belongs 
the entire credit of having abolished dueling 
in the British army and likewise in the se- 
cial life of England in the face of the most 
powerful kind of opposition, at the head of 
which was the first duke of Wellington, the 
victor of the battle of Waterloo, who had 
himself fought several duels. Although han- 
dicapped by that unpopularity which only 
ceased with his premature death, and which 
was due to his German birth and to lack 
of means prior to his marriage, the prince 
consort accomplished what every monarch 
of continental Europe professes to be un- 
able to bring about—namely: the strict ob- 
servance of the definite laws which exist 
everywhere against dueling. 

It was the fatal duel between Col. Faweett 
of the Fifty-fifth regiment of infantry and 
his brother-in-law, Capt. Munro of the Royal 
Horse Guards, fought im July, 1845, tim 
moved the prince to action and which rf 
mains memorable as the last duel fought 
the English army with the sanction of ts 
military authorities. Capt. Munro killed his 
brother-in-law, and on the initiative of both 
the queen and the prince consort criminal 
proceedings were instituted by the civil aa, 
thorities not alone against Capt. Munroe but 
likewise against the seconds as accessoriés 
tothecrime, This scared the officers in ques-_ 
tion to such a degree that they fled the coun- 
try. They remained absent for several years, 
and, although the prince endeavored to s¢- 
cure their dismissal from the army, the ut- 
most that he could obtain from the military 
authorities was their retirement for being 
absent without leave. Eventually they fe 
turned to England and stood trial. Cape 
Munro was convicted of murder by the erm 
nal courts and condemned to death, th 
tence being subsequently commuted @¢ 
term of imprisonment, while. the ud 
were acquitted. 4 


It was not, however, the punishment in- 
flicted upon Capt. Munrd and the ruin of 
his career that put an end to dueling, but 
the action of the prince in securing the ad- 
dition, in April, 1844, to the articles of war 


‘to the effect that it was “ suitable to the 


character of honorable men to apologize 
when they were in the wrong, and whe 
aggrieved to accept such apology.” 

It is precisely the absence of a clause of - 
this kind in the military regulations of the 
armies and navies of continental Hurope 
that renders the abolition of the duelle im- 
possible. As the matter stands now, officers 
when insulted either by comrades or else 
by angers of the same social caste as 
themselves are not allowed to accept apol- 
ogies, no matter how willing they may be 
to do so; or how sincere the regret of the 
man who has insulted them, perhaps in- 
voluntarily. They are forced to fight, and 
the remark of the Hungarian minister of 


that the. duel was a ‘‘ knightly fashion of 
settling differences was called forth by 
a recent episode of this character. 

Two young officers newly joined, mere 
cadets in fact, had quarreled over some 
trifle after dinner. In spite of their readi- 
ness to make it up on the following morning: 
when their heads had become cool-—they 
were old friends—they were ordered by the 
senior officers of their regiment to fight, and 
the colonel commanding the corps actually 
directed the captain of their squadron to 
attend in order to see that the duel was 
fought out with due severity.

Born in the lowest toundations of the animal man, it rarely rises to the 
ideal nor knows dignity, delicacy, or heroism. It conquers, steals, buys 
love. Such love is nearly always masculine, When it uppears in woman 
it is clothed with so splendid a robe of sentiment that its insolent nudity 
is completely veiled. 

Proud love is a binary compound composed of one equivalent of love 
and of ten equivalents of conceit. When proud love is satisfied, when it 
is found in all the pomp of its happiness, it can appear pure, grand, sublime, 
but even then conceit finally rises to the fore and ve in all its brutal 
nudity the double nature of the passion. 

Proud love is occupied more in being loved than in loving; it always 
speaks of its rights, not of its duties; it is rich in exigencies and poor in 
consideration; it is one of the most jealous of loves and one of the most 
unhappy. It demands fidelity, not as a gentle reciprocity of affection but 
as a right of its own dignity, and easily pardons the faults which the 
world does not know. It is a sterile, arid, sickly love. 

There is another love which, from its origin, is often confounded with 
proud love. But it is stil] more miserable and belongs wholly to the pathol- 
ogy of the heart. It is-a love which can be sincere, tender, and passionate, 
but it is so irritable that a mosquito bite is enough to make it cry treason. 

It never attains the aim of its affections because of suspicions, of sus- 


some amusement is coming in that is not yet familiar, mention of it always 
provokes the idle guffaw.

But putting myself in the place of the funny man I perceive how badly 
he is handicapped.

And sometimes, alas, these symbols go on for years and years. On the 
stage, mothers-in-law and peccant husbands. On the stage and off, ser- 
vants. This last stock symbol of a joke has always seemed to me really 
offensive. There was—and still lingers—a coarse, unkind, unimaginative, 
and inhuman idea that servants were ridiculous when they did anything 
human—loved, or married, or read a book, or went to the play. At pres- 
ent, of course, when servants are about as well educated as the general 
run of their employers, this idea has to be bolstered up with the anachronis- 
tic pretense that servants still use all sorts of mispronunciations and cor- 
ruptions of speech. It is silly. But I am drifting to the subject of the 
stage, which I did not intend; and, by the way, I mean no reference to Mr. 
Barrie’s last play, which is the reverse of inhuman. 

Then symbols of fun annoy the funny man when they remain mere 
symbols, but, of course, it is possible to make real jokes about them and 


specific line of suggestive treatment? To what extent can the negative in- 
fluences be counteracted by the positive, reassuring and uplifting? If sug- 
gestive therapeutics are of value in the treatment of the physical invalid, 
will not suggesto-therapy have a still more direct effect in the restoration 
of this psychical invalid? As a matter of fact, we find it a practical and 
powerful means of restoration. Here is a man who has paid the penalty 
of his crime, and faces the world with a better purpose. That better 
purpose is the saving factor in his life. But everything depends upon his 
being surrounded by people and influences that will nourish, and foster, and 
cherish that impulse until it becomes the dominating purpose of his life. 
This is done in the work of the Central Howard association by putting 
him into normal environment and surrounding him with healthful influ- 
ences. Employment is secured with the knowledge of the employer, and 

e man enters upon his new opportunity with his head up and a light 
heart. The positive is always stronger than the negative, and fafth begets 
faith. Is it wonderful, therefore, that by multiplying favorable conditions 
marvelous results are accomplished? 

Of the men h 
ways in mind, fully 90 per cent have been permanently and effectually 
helped to good citizenship. To be sure, the majority of those have been 
what would be called 
taint or tendency. But I am quite persuaded that the law of suggestion, as 
a post-prison force, if applied persistently, and perhaps under relaxed con- 
ditions, will largely overcome both hereditary tendencies and a long period 
of vicious environment. (I mean hereditary as it is generally understood, 
as a fatalism which marks the man beyond redemption.) I mean environ- 
ment, which, though it demoralizes and embitters, yet cannot deprive the 
man of the divine image, which may be discovered and asserted.

To be sure, the problem of the criminal is far more than a psychological 


one merely. It is also an industrial problem. Not only should the prisoner. _ 


have the right kind of work but the first essential after his release is the 
opportunity to earn an honest living. The first civilizing influence,” says 
President Eliot, “is steady work. The next is culture and refinement.” 
This last need brings to our thought the educational aspect of the prob- 
lem. It would be trite to say that ignorance and crime are as brother and’ 
sister. Many would say that the question is primarily a religious one. 
And while the most effectual element in the reformation of a criminal will 
doubtless always be in instilling in him a definite 
religious impulse, yet that impulse must be applied 
to all the practical affairs and temptations of life. It 
is this fact which makes the problem so largely a 
temperance one. By far the largest number of crimes 
may be traced directly. or indirectly to intemperance. 

Then there is the legislative phase of the prob- 
lem, involved in unequal sentences for the same 
crime, and indefinite sentence without considering 
the degree of real culpability. | 

Altagether, the question readily assumes the pro- 
portions of a great race problem, which cannot be 
solved by any one panacea, nor yet by aiding this or 
that class, or condition, or color alone, but by the 
uplift of the race as a whole.

In a consideration of the realty outlook 
for the coming year too much stress can- 
not be laid on one factor, which, in the esti- 
mation of close observers of the situation, is 
believed clearly to presage greatly im- 
proved conditions.

Tariffs Put in Effect Yesterday Will

It is claimed that if the freight rates which 
went into effect yesterday on both the east- 
ern and western railroads are maintained

Circulars issued yesterday by the Wells- 
Fargo express and the Pacific express re- 
garding the routing of business indicate that 
a close alliance or traffic agreement has 
been effected between the two companies. 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s agents received in- 
structions to route all business hereafter by 
the Pacific express, in preference to any 
other express company. Similar instructions 
to its agents were issued by the Pacific ex- 
press to give the Wells-Fargo express the 
preference. Up to last November the Pacific 
express and United States express worked 
together, and the instructions to give the 
business of the Pacific express to the Wells- 
Fargo express are taken as an indication 
that the Goulds, who are supposed to control 
the Pacific Express company, have become 
interested also in the Wells-Fargo. 


Breaks Anti-Pass Agreement. 


Following the example of the Erie railway 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western is 
said to have broken away from the trunk line 
agreement and issued complimentary passes 
to representatives of the western roads in 
New York. The opinion prevails among rail- 
road officials here that the anti-pass agree- 
ment of the trunk lines Is on its last legs, and 
that before long all the eastern lines will ex- 
change passes again with the western roads. 


Fast Train to Florida. 


Fast train service from Chicago to points 
in the south will be put in effect tomorrow by 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad. A 
new train that will carry no coaches has 
been provided for this service. This train, 
to be known as the Chicago and Florida 
Umited, will leave Chicago daily at 2 p. m., 
arriving at Nashville at 12:45 a. m., which is 
faster time than has Aver before been made 
between Chicago and Nashville. Atlanta is 
reached by this train at 8:60 a. m., Jackson- 
ville at 7:50 p. m., and St. Augustine at 9:06 


p. m. 

Through Service to Coast. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul will inaugu- 
rate today through passenger service to the 
Pacific coast in connection with the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific railroads.

WAY, FLIRT? 


CHICAGO “BUSINESS WOMEN ” 
“ DENY THE ACCUSATION. 


Declare Mrs. Juliet Shumaker of St. 
Paul Is Mistaken and That Girls 
Employed in Offices, or Nearly Ali 
of Them at Least, Attend Strictly 
to Business — Telephone Tete-a- 
Tetes Declared a Canard—Say Men 
Are Not Supplanting Them. 


— 


Mrs. Juliet Shumaker, principal of the Lan- 
caster school in St. Paul, is not popular with 
the Chicago Business Woman's club mem- 
bers. Mrs. Shumaker spoke before the Min- 
nesota State teachers’ convention in St. Paul 
on Friday and discussed the flirtatious young 
woman stenographer without regard to the 
young woman's feelings. 

Chicago stenographers take exception to 
Mrs. Shumaker’s utterances, insisting that 
she has cast an implication:at all women ste- 
nographers by dwelling so strongly on the 
faults of a small minority. They say the 
business woman is not a rara avis; that 
her number is increasing; and that she is not 
being displaced in responsible positions by 


men. 

Mrs. Shumaker’s talk is all nonsense,’’ 
said Migs Kate L. Blade, who is in the Old 
Colony building. Of course there are gir__ 
and girls, but the great majority of the young 
women employed in business offices are 
steady, industrious, and well behaved. I 
have three shining examples under me. They 
are constantly taking important work, and 
they do it well. 


Neither Telephone Nor Flirt. ~ 


They are not called to the telephone five 
times a day and they do not flirt with cal)- 
ers. Most stenographers are too busy to do 
anything but work. I do not believe that 
men are displacing women in the important 
places. There is one department in the St. 
Paul railway offices in this building where 
they have only men stenographers, but I 
am told that they are not altogether well 
pleased with them and are thinking of mak- 
ing a change. 

It has been my experience that the em- 
ployer gets just the kind of help he wants. 
If he wants a girl that will flirt with him 
he will probably find one, and he may de- 
pend on it if she flirts with him she will with 


“I do not think Mrs. Shumaker’s speech 
was at all fair to us,“ said Miss Edna Dick- 
inson, who is in the Stock Exchange build- 
ing. Such things as she speaks of have 
not been in my experience nor that of any 
other business woman. Of course, there are 
exceptions, a few silly girls, but the great 
majority of women employed downtown are 
as strictly business as the men, and the men 
are not pushing us out. 


Get Big Pay and Work Hard. 


Even in court reporting, which was for- 
merly given over to the men, the women are 
increasing in numbers In the lawyers’ 
offices, where correct and careful work is 
essential, I know of girls getting as high as 
$150 a month. Of course that is the excep- 
tion, and they have been in the same places 
for eight or ten years. The average is about 
$100 a month, and many get from $18 to $25 
a week. A few years ago the womén 
stenographers earned from $12 to $15 a week. 

Women are not as they were twenty 
years ago, when they were rare in the busi- 
ness district, The demand for their services 
has brought out a new class of women who 
are proving themselves equal to it in every 
respect. Most of us have our home ties. 
people depending on us, and asa matter of 
business: we must attend to our work and 
—— ourselves just — to our em- 

vers as we can. s busin man 
here to stay.“

Because a piece is a classic 
does not make it suitable to all times and all 
kinds of gatherings, and it equally true 
that because a composition 2 to be of 
the lighter or even the popular variety it fs 
not of necessity trash, and the performing 
of it does not argue the lowering of the 
artistic standard of the perfarmer. 
People do not want to be ‘| educated in 
art all the time, and to “ educate” is not 
the highest purpose to which music can be 
put. There is a time for education along art 
lines, but that time is not when people have 
assembled to be entertained.

Startling Figures Obtained. 


In order to determine the degree of un- 
cleanliness in market fruit, Dr. Ehril 
washed fruit of various kings and then as- 
certained by a reliable process the numbe 
of bacteria thus removed. In this manner 
he found that 200 grams (about half a 
pound) of the fruits examined mers 
upon their surface bacteria in the following 
numbers: Huckleberries, 400,000; damsons, 
470,000; misabels (yellow plums), 700,000: 
pears, 800,000; gooseberries, 1,000,000; garden 
strawberries, 2.000 000; raspberries, 4, 
000; grapes, 8,000,000; currants, ‘11,000; 
and cherries, 12,000.000. 

These figures teach how necessary itis that 
all fruit should be cleaned before it is eaten. 
In view of his experiments, Dr. Ehrlich res- 
ommends that before fruit is eaten it shou 
always be thoroughly washed, preferably! 
running water, and that the washing shou 
be repeated when dry matter is observed 
be adhering to the fruit. T.

There is one fact which, more than another, should dispute 
the aspersions thrown upon Medicine Hat's winter weather, 
and that is that we are in an open range country, where 
horses, cattle, and sheep graze out in winter as in summer. 
This could not be if it were true that Medicine Hat was a cold 
and stormy region. Twelve thousand head of beef cattle were 
shipped from Medicine Hat this season, and of this number 
not one In twenty ever saw the interior of a stable, and they 
are first class cattle we raise out here on the bare prairie. In 
August we saw one shipment of 706 head sent from one ranch, 
the average weight of the bunch all through being 1,539 pounds 
each—or as good stock off one open range as you see on the 
Chicago market from the states where they corn feed them. 

In the winter of 1900-'01 there was erected in Medicine Hat 
a stone and brick building, 506x120 feet, three stories, net a 
stone of which was on the ground on the ist of Novem vet 
the building was put up, completed, ready for occupation on 
the Ist of the next April, brick and stone work being done in 
our winter weather.

A 
steaming hot sponge is held to the head, and the hands are 
dipped in hot water. If the feet be held in hot water at the 
same time the cure will be quicker. :
